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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 34-55 have been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art fails 
to teach or suggest a dynamometer element, comprising: 

a sleeve to which an outer area of a diaphragm is connected, and to which a force 
component to be measured is applied perpendicularly to a longitudinal axis of the bolt, the sleeve 
being spaced from the bolt such that the diaphragm is strained as a function of the force 
component; and 

a sensor system for measuring the strain with the sensor system being arranged on the 
diaphragm. 

Claim 56 has been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a dynamometer element, comprising: 

a sleeve to which an outer area of a diaphragm is connected, and to which a force 
component to be measured is applied perpendicularly to a longitudinal axis of the bolt, a space 
separates the sleeve from the bolt, the application of the force component reducing the space and 
thereby straining the diaphragm; and 

a sensor system for measuring the strain with the sensor system being arranged on the 
diaphragm.
